TOWN OF WOODSTOCK 
JANUARY 1, 1980 TO DECEMBER 31, 1980 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of Woodstock has been completed 
for the municipal year ended December 31, 1980. The audit included an examination 
of the records maintained by the Assessors, Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Collector and 
the Town Meeting records maintained by the Town Clerk. 


The examination included a review of cash transactions and an analysis of 
available funds and expenditures. The results are incorporated in the following 
text, exhibits and supporting schedules. 


The examination revealed that the fiscal year's operations resulted in net 
departmental balances lapsed to surplus in the ameunt of $48,244.00. Unallocated 
excise taxes lapsed to surplus was the principal factor contributing to net balances 
lapsed to general fund surplus, with most departmental balances carried to the en- 
suing yeare 


ASSETS.ee.eeThe general fund cash balance of 34,088.50 was verified with a statement 
furnished by Casco Bank & Trust Co., Bethel, Maine. 


Taxes receivable of $60,762.00 represented principally the balance of the 1980 
tax commitment. Tax liens amounted to $9,538.45.

LIABILITIES.....The unpaid balance of tax anticipation notes amounted to 3®6,80¢790 
at the year end. Accounts payable totaled $20,993.88 (Schedule A-6).

An audit of the financial records of the Town of Woodstock has been completed 
for the municipal year ended December 31, 1979. The audit included an examination 
of the records maintained by the Assessors, Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Collector and 
the Town Meeting records maintained by the Town Clerk. 


The examination included a review of cash transactions and an analysis of 
available funds and expenditures. The results are incorporatéd in the followitg 
text, exhibits and supporting schedules. 


The examination revealed that the fiscal year's operations resulted in net 
departmental balances lapsed to surplus in the amount of $3,522.74. Unallocated

i. Plumbing Inspector $500.00 plus 4 of inspection fees. 
j. Fire Chief $800.00 per year 
k. Ist Asst. Fire Chief $400.00 per year. 
l. 2nd Asst. Fire Chief $300.00 per year. 
2. Dump Attendant $3.75 per hour.
